A dejected look 
aud a Ihreudhare mat are the itiosl diaho- 
nurahle badget possible j be tuught buti- 
neu a* a writing clerk— he gut a job per- 
haps once a month, end a* that wat in- 
'iifEdrnt, he borroued occaaiunil una II 
mini from hii former acquaintance!, no t 
from thoie who were able, bul from ihoae 
who were wiliing to ^i>r ihem, and In * 
year or two, he happily fur himself and 
family died. " Happily,'' waawy, furthit 
not a (/evtr/erf etent, of which hit real 
fneridi w eir euabltd tat lay euung hold, 
and agaitisl which hit pretended friendi 
weir oahamed lunger to ataud qutj and au 
fomelhing, not much, wat done, '.' juu to 
put them in a way." 

Of thuee who atarled with ut in life, 
byyitlueor their ability to read count, 
and write, enjoying the talretl prospect! 
as cVrks in nffices of law, god placet of 
mercantile trafflt, postiiigandpeniiiauabip, 
few hate risen (so far as we can trace 
ihem) beyuiid ihe enndttion of clerks or 
uniucceuful inuters, unlrsa i:i a few 
tatet luitained by money or moneyed in- 
fluence Meantime the diflkully of finding 
genteel ruipJuyincut hat mere aaed , a 
proportion to the increase oftheunwiae 
dislike which Ihe minor gentry and the 
better sort of tradesmen have unfurlu- 
ualely conceived againit horny handt and 
fustian jacket!. 1'atient yean and politi- 
cal influence are requiiite for ihe candi- 
date who detiret ndmiition into the public 
service.. The law, Ihe church (in Uri- 
tain) and physic nrc overstocked with 
competitor*, and remain unrein uuerated 
tor yeari. The desk it mi aery, combining 
drudgery, poverty, bad health, dependent*, 
contcitace daily wounded, and a detolat* 
villa of declining year*, in one grand 
curte. It wm yainly ■Utmpted to make 
genteel profettloni out of civil engineer- 
ing, architecture, aud tome other practical 
application* of icieut*, hut it waa found 
that men eminent in thine art* demanded 
of their pupil* a considerable portion of 
peculiar talent, a previous liberal, though 
not claisical etlucaliou, and a "perfect 
fortune " by way of premium. At the 
object to be found was a ptoyiiion for 
■elf willed, timcllled aud untea-hable, or 
at least only h»lf-laughl, ladi, whom their 
parents were unwilling lu lei down frum, 
and unable lu hold tip in, ihe gen eel con 
dition, the deuiandi of the Taints* and 
theNatiiES could not ge nerally be com- 
plied with. In iheie circumitance* a re ■ 
tuurte opened with « bright blink in the 
colonic*. This colony afforded at lean 
ii* share of promise. The lounge, pave- 
ment*, and ditaui, were deserted of their 
mvn-comrniJiiuned ensign* and other tine 
young men. Thoie who brought muiicy 
immediately became ilockhulderi, jmr- 
chasitig M prlcet correiitonding rtthrr lo 
the cumpetilion manifested by buyer* and 
the accommodation granted by vendort 
than lo the real worth uf ihe commodity ; 
and Ihoae who brought only letter* of in- 
troduction were readily traniformed into 
clerkt at fifty shillings a week, the least 
penny, or into superintendent* as great at 
lords. Even this wm overdone long be- 
fore the fevrrl.h forcet uf the colony had 
been upended. And when a eold con- 
traction seized every branch of industry, 
tn be related ouly in favour uf the trurk 
ing rnai, the common working man, ihe 
woolclipper, the ihepherd, the plough- 
man, the bulluik-drirer, [he ihoetnaker, 
the rough carpenter — we »w distinctly 
(landing out in large characters, th* 
giealnest of that folly which prompt* ut 
lo make our children isufuf wn ftmth
